There are 
rumors that the Boers have been re- 
pulsed at Mafeking and are attacking 
Vryburg. 

A Capetown paiier has a despatch 
from Orange River stating that the tele- 
graph wires have been cut between Vry- 
burg mid Kimberley and it is believed 
that the Boers are taking advantage of 
the in-esei.ee of a large gathering of the 
disloyo! fanners at Vryburg celebrating 
Naclitninult to attack the town, believ- 
ing that the farmers will assist them 
against the liritish. 

The same despatch says the liritish 
force at Kimberley is confident uT its 
.ability to hold out, but urges the immedi- 
ate despatch of relief corps. 

This question of the possible rising of 
the Dutch farmers in the northern por- 
tions of Cape Colony is very important. 
The Daily .Mail's correspondent at Coles- 
burg has been enquiring regarding the 
matter and on the whole thinks the 
chances are against a rising. He bases 
his opinion on the prospect of the good 
crops after four lean years, which he 
believes will predispose the farmers to 
peace. Nevertheless, thero is serious 
disloyalty and much anti-British agita- 
tion in these dist rict.s, while the Free 
Suite Beers threaten an immediate in- 
vasion of Colesburg and Aliwal north. 

The Daily Mail's correspondent asserts 
that .Sir Alfred Milner is worked to 
death and that Capetown is surging with 
bitter resentment at what is called the 
"Schreiner cabinet's betrayal of Mate- 
king" by its constant refusal to send a 
volunteer force to its relief.

KLMBEULEY AND MAFEKING. 

A Long Time Before British Column 
Can Bnise the Siege Now 
Instituted. 

London, Oct. 10. The gradual cutting 
off of outlying points at the scenes of 
hostilities in South Africa from tele- 
graphic communication reduces the accu- 
rate news obtainable to a minimum. 
Thu.s far. however, no reliable inf orm" - 
ttun has been received of any actual 
lighting, out-iilc the affair at Krapaipan, 
and occasional exchanges of shots at 
various outposts. There is no lack of 
eirt iliustailtial stories regarding lighting 
at various points, but these are scarcely 
published before denied. 

The only settled facts in this morning's 
telegrams arc that the Boers had ad- 
vanced beyond Newcastle and formed a 
laager near Bannhn user, twelve miles 
north of Dundee: and that. Kimberley is 
isolated' and probably invested. Kini- 
berley has thus become the immediate 
centre of interest. The last news from 
there, prior to the cutting of the tele- 
graph and railway by the Boers, said: 
■' All troops at Kimberley are well." As 
there are II.OIX) troops there, there is 
little anxiety for the safety of the town, 
especially as the Boer force is said to be 
only about the same strength. Many 
stories of brisk lighting at that point are 
in circulation, but although the forces are 
likely to have come into contact, all 
alleged details must he regarded U6 pre- 
mature and speculative, especially if the 
report he true that, the Orange Free 
State troops are now in complete posses- 
sion or the railway from Kimberley to 
Orange river, 7<> miles away. 

The alleged virulence of Boer attacks 
upon Mafeking and Kimberley can be 
readily understood when it is realized 
that Bechiinnulaud is to the Boers what 
Alsace-Lorraine is to France. It. is 
therefore probable that both towns will 
be forced to undergo long anil dreary in- 
vestment before the British arc in a posi- 
tion to send a relieving column to the 
other side of the country. 

The liners are closing around British 
outposts, and have already conic into 
touch with them and exchanged shuts. 
Therefore more stirring news id expect- 
ed. 

It is assumed thai the refusal of 
the Boers to accept battle in Natal last 
week, when Gen. Sir George Stewart 
While advanced and endeavored to draw 
tlieni through Van Reentin's pass, indi- 
cates their unwillingness to commence 
hostilities. 
Advices: from Capetown relate that 
xeitonicnt is kept, up there by ceaseless 



rhe colonial office 
issued this evening the correspondence 
between Mr. Chamberlain and Sir Alfred 
Milner, Britisli high commissioner in 
South Africa, respecting the Transvaal 
controversy,, from September 8 to Octo- 
ber 1-!. The salient points of the prin- 
cipal despatches, however, have already 
been published. 

Some of the telegrams treating of side- 
issues are interesting. For instance the 
governor of Natal, Sir Walter Francis 
Healy Hutchinson, wired Mr. Chamber- 
Iain on October - as follows: "Diuusulu 
reports that the natives in the Vryheid 
district of the Transvaal are becoming 
desperate, and it is feared that they will 
not remain quiet much longer. The 
Boers are seizing their cattle, and the 
chief implores the British government to 
intervene. I have replied that it is best 
for the Stilus to remain quiet. My opin- 
ion is. however, that the natives in the 
Vryheid district may possibly rise 
against the Boers in case of war. They 
will not much longer submit to the treat- 
ment they have had at the hands of the 
Boers." 

On September 20 Mr. Chamberlain 
sent the following to the British high 
commissioner: " 1 think that if the 
government of the South African Repub- 
lic commence hostilities, it would be well 
for you to warn President Kruger that 
in view of the persistent rumors that 
have reached Her Majesty's government 
as to threats to murder British subjects, 
he and his government tire expected to 
protect the lives and property of all 
peaceable persons, British subjects and 
others, and will be held responsible by 
Her Majesty's government for any act 
committed contrary to the usages of 
civilized pe«ple." 

Another cablegram, dated the 11 th, in- 
structed Sir Alfred Milner to convey 
immediately to I 'resident Kruger the 
foregoing warning, in view of the alleged 
outrages reported by the refugees. 

A despatch showing the feeling of the 
Cape government was received from Sir 
Alfred Milner on September 21, enclos- 
ing a minute sent by the Cape ministers, 
urging Her Majesty's government to 
exercise a spirit of magnanimous com- 
promise, " in order to avoid a calamity 
which seriously threatens the British 
provinces in South Africa and not merely 
the republics."

Railway Plan 



Spring Ridge People Hear the 
Scheme Propounded by 
Mr. Renouf. 



A Difference of Opinion as to 
Whether the Road 
Would Pay. 



The VJctoria-Chilliwack railway scheme 
was presumed last Trisht before a meet- 
ing in the Odd Fellow's hall, Spring 
Kidgo. The attendance was rather slim 
and 3io resolutions were offered except 
the usual vote of thanks. 

There were thirty people in the hall 
when the meetiii!; was opened by Mr. 
13d. Bragg, the chairman. He intro- 
duced Mr. Renouf, who explained the 
scheme by which it was proposed to build 
the Vietoria-Ohilliwack railway. His 
address was in the main similar to those 
he had made at previous meetings. Pre- 
paratory to taking his audience on an 
imaginary journey over the route, Mr. 
Renouf said he hud wondered frequently 
over the apparent apathy shown by peo- 
ple of Victoria to any new scheme — 
whether the feeling was brought here 
or whether it was indigenous to -the 
soil. He had conic to the conclusion that 
the feeling had come here about the time 
of the Hudson's Hay Company, a sort 
of desire to be left alone. In reply to 
criticism which appeared in the Colonist 
he suid Hint ii was not claimed that the 
terminals of the ('. P. it.. Great North- 
ern and Northern Pacific should be 
moicd to Victoria, lint the idea was to 
try uni give Victoria a better connection 
with those transcontinental lines. 

Mr. Fraser wanted to know how long 
was the V. & S. railway. 

Mr. Kenouf replied 10 miles. 

Mr. Fraser then said that as this road 
did not. pay now and in addition the 
miles ferry to Boundary Hay could not 
pay anything; therefore there were 48 
miles out of a total of 104 that would not 
pay if the proposed line to Chilli wnck 
was completed. 

Mr. Kenouf was of opinion that once 
the new route was in operation, the V. 
& S. would pay on suburban traffic. 

Mr. Praser said that his contention was 
that the road being so short and an in- 
dependent road would be at a great dis- 
advantage as it could not get good rates 
from the transcontinental roads. His 
experience was that none of the short 
independent roads in the Hast paid and 
he thought this would be in the same 
position. If the road was part of a big 
transcontinental line it would have u 
better chance to pay. 

Mr. Praser went on to say that al- 
though the city in the past few months 
had had four different schemes before 
it, the present outlook was that not one 
would be accomplished. He regretted 
the action the council had taken in ref- 
erence to the Port Angeles ferry scheme, 
for he was greatly in favor of that plan, 
but he hoped that the council would 



still nniend its ways and enable the 
scheme to be carried through. 

Mr. Renouf held that if Victoria 
wanted to get a proper share of the 
Northern trade, it should get the support 
and sympathy of the people of the 
Praser valley. Victoria never would get 
that sympathy and support until she was 
tied to the Praser valley by a railway. 

The Chairman paid a neat little compli- 
ment to Mr. Kenouf for his address, and 
said that he would like to see- Home 
scheme carried out to give Victoria bet- 
ter outside connection, whether by the 
Praser valley. Port Angeles or some 
other way. If the people of this city 
and Vancouver Island did their duty. 
Victoria in the next ten years would be 
the best city on the Coast. 

Mr. T. W. Paterson next took the 
platform, and said that the best scheme 
in the Geld was the one that should be 
chosen, and to his mind the choice 
should be the road to Chilliwack. He 
always maintained that the true interest 
of Victoria was to get connection with 
our own country in preference to the 
United. States. The two United States 
railways were only doing 20 per cent, of 
the transport trade of the city, and as 
the Northern Pacific was only doing half J 
of this, the sum of $17,500 proposed to 
be paid yearly for the Port Angeles ferry 
connection would be too great for the 
amount of trade done in that direction. , 
It would lake longer, too, to get to Seat- I 
tie from Victoria via Port Angelew than . 
to go direct to Seattle from Victoria by i 
boat. He claimed that it' Victoria took 
away part of its trade from the O. P. U. 
and handed it over to the United States 
roads ill Port Angeles, the ('. P. H. 
would likely take away the terminal 
rates and put Victoria on local rates, in- 
creasing the amount merchants would 
have to pay f<>.- their goods. He hold, 
however, that if the Vietoria-Ohilliwack 
road was built, the transcontinental 
roads would give it connection if it was 
any advantage to them to do so. As 
to the proposal to extend the E. & N. 
railway to the north end of the island, it 
would be a mistake to build it yet, as a 
great part of the territory was unex- 
plored and uninhabited. What should 
be done first was to build trails into the 
interior of the Island, so that it could be 
properly prospected and explored. He 
did not think that a railway to the north 
end of the Island could compete with 
the water route. Referring to the busi- 
ness of Victoria, he said that when the 
Crow's NchI road was built into the 
province from the East, it was a grave 
mistake on the part of the province not 
to have secured the building of a line 
through to the Coast. Tile city having 
lost a great deal of the interior trade, 
had to look to other parts of the prov- 
ince for its trade. He strongly favored 
the building of the 1 road to Chilliwack. 

Mr. William Mnrchnnt followed Mr. 
Paterson with the speech of his life, for 
when called upon he excused himself on 
the score of the lateness of the hour, and 
suggested that " we flap our white wings 
and go home," a suggestion Unit the 
audience adopted with unanimity, after 
the usual vote of thanks to the chair.

THE LA U RAD A DONE FOR. 

Series of Mishaps in Northern Service 
Ends in Beaching on PribylofK 

Seattle, Oct. 10.— The United States 
revenue cutter Corwin brings news of 
the wreck of the steamer Laurada, and 
brought as passengers Capt. White, Pur- 
ser Carey and Agent W. T. More of] 
the company owning the vessel. The 
steamer was on her way to St. Michael 
when she sprung a leak on September 
27 ami to avoid foundering at sen had ] 
to be beached on St. George island, the 
most northerly of the Prihyloffs. The 
Corwin passed St. George island on Oc- 
tober :t nnd seeing signals of distress 
iisplayed from the steamer on the beach 
>vent to the rescue. The passengers and 
I1TW, numbering ON in all, 20 passengers 
ind 48 of a crew, we're transferred to 
the Corwin, and after shipping such of j 
the Laurada's provisions us were most 
iled, the cutter went to Dutch Har- 
bor, arriving twenty-four hours Inter and 
landing the Laurada's crew and passcu- 
rs to come down on other vessels. 
The Laurada, after sailing from here 
overloaded, encountered a heavy storm 
some sixty miles' off Dixon's Entrance 
and put hack to Metlakatlnh and dis- 
charged 200,000 feet of lumber that .she 
carried on deck. At Dutch Harbor she 
anchored to land some live stock and 
await, better weather. It had been ex- 
ceedingly rough, but on the day she left 
there the weather appeared to improve. 
Dutch Ilaibor was left on September 
20 at 1 in the afternoon, and once out- 
side it was seen that the storm was 
still raging with considerable fury. All 
went well that night, but next day a 
leak was noticed forward. Investigation 
prove. 1 that a seam had opened sulli- 
cient to let the wnter in. and under the 
pounding and laboring of the vessel in 
the setts the seam soon opened until 
water poured in in excess of the capacity 
of the pumps to clear. Capt. White de- 
termined to put his vessel ashore at the 
nearest point of land, ami this being St. 
George island, the ship was beaded in 
that direction. The master chose Zapa- 
din bay on the southern side of the is- 
land to beach the Laurada. lie put her 
t. shore and so near dry Dad that the pas- 
sengers had bat a few yards of water 
to cross to reach it 

Near the place where the vessel was 
beached was located two salt houses 
used for storing seal skins for the Com- 
mercial Company, and these were taken 
possession of by the shipwreck«'d people. 
Three stoves were carried ashore and

Nickel Besides Gold and Copper 
— Serious Defects in 
the Laws. 



Mrs. Koswell I). Hitchcock has re 
turned from her second trip to Atlill 
more than ever convinced that, the (lis 
trict will become one of the greatest 
mining camps in the world. She said 
to the Colonist yesterday that the mori 
she saw- of the country, the better sin 
ed it and the more satisfied she was of 
its future. 

"It may not he a poor man's eani| 
wo were told at first," she said. "In 
fact while there will be eonsiderabl 
placer mining carried on and sonic peopl 
have done very well this year. ] would 
not think il advisable for any one I 
there unless they have money of theil 
own or are in touch with people who cai 
supply it. The owners of the place 
claims are grouping them together pre 
liniinary to working them as hydrtuili 
proposii ions, mid it is difHeull to exag 
gerate their value in this respect. Thio- 
ls plenty of available waler; and 111 
ground is so rich that il will pay to g 
to large expense in obtaining it if news 
sary. 

"My chief faith, in Atlin, is, however 
based on its great deposits of mineralized 
rock. The district is mineralized in al 
directions. It is hardly correct to sn 
thai vents of gold and copper-boa rin 
rock occur, but rather that there ar 
great mountains of ore intersected witl 
dykes of porphyry and other igneoti 
locks. The extent of these deposits i 
enormous. Take what is called 111 
Mother Lode and tile Monarch Lod 
which runs in to it where the two reael 
little Spruce creel;. These deposits star 
from a short distance below Atlin City 
at the very shore of the lake and run 
through the mountain. The formation 
can be traced all the way and is as plain- 
ly marked on one side of the mountain 
as nil the other, thus proving that it ex- 
tends all tlie way through it. It has 
been traced lor thirty miles, and if it 
is as good as preliminary work indicates 
it mn> prove to lie, its value is incal- 
culable. Where the two lodes join rock 
has been taken out which assayed $820 
to the ton, but of course I do not suggest 
that there is very niu-jh like that. But 
this is not very high when compared 
with some stringers that have been found 
at Takn Arm, which go ,?lli,000 to the 
ton. Very rich stringers also run into 
the Mother Lode and Monarch Lode. 

"Or course the great source of wealth 
will be in the vast ore bodies in the lodes 
themselves. The assays of these vary 
within wide limits, but there is plenty 
of rock rich enough to warrant the erec- 
tion of mills and smelters, if examination 
shows that the surface indications hold 
out to any depth. I have fifty claims 
under my control and am having assess- 
ment work done on many of them. The 
others will bu allowed to remain un- 
touched until after snow goes off in the 
spring. I took up with me an English 
expert, who I am sure, was only sent 
with me by the capitalists in whose pay 
he is as a sort of favor to me. lie cer- 
tainly did not think much of the coun- 
try when he went in; but he had the 
highest opinion of it when he came out, 
and early next spring he will be upon 
the ground to give i: very thorough ex- 
amination. 

"Not only is there gold everywhere in 
the district, but there is much copper as 
Well, and there are strong indications 
that when the Mother Lode has been 
sunk on for some distance, nickel will 
be found to be present. A greenish stain 
is very noticeable near the surface which 
is thought to indicate the presence of 
nickel." 

Replying to a question as to the admin- 
istration of affairs in Atlin Mrs. Hitch- 
cock said: "Judge's Irving's decisions 
gov • the greatest degree of satisfaction 
to every one concerned, whether they 

w • iost. Kvery one fell confident 

when he was [here, but when be left 
there was something like despair, foi 
the jumping of claims at once began. 
There does nol appear to be any penally 
for lumping claims, or if there is, no 
one seems charged with the duly of en- 
forcing the law. Cold Commissioner

administration gives very great satisfac- 
tion, lull his powers do not seem to un- 
to be extensive enough.

What Is 
considered the best hydraulic ground in the 
ci untry, where gold is known to exist In 
payable quantities, and wdiere the dump 
and water power are excellent, is all that 
land lying to the north of Pino creek, be- 
tween Hirch, and four miles west of Dis- 
covery City. This tukes In sererul old 
channels, viz.. Sunrise gulch, old Willow 
and Old Pine. It Is presumed thnt the 
origlnnl source of the gold which lias sup- 
p'led the present Willow and Pine came 
from this neighborhood. On many of the 
other creeks and gulches good leases have 
been staked, particularly Spruce and Stcv- 
I'lidyke. also Hindi. Otter. McKee and oth- 
ers. Companies coming Into the field now 
can have their pick of the country, and if 
they have to pay a good price, surely It Is 
better than buying something for a small 
t'gure which will do themselves no good 
r.nd tlie country harm. 

Much amusement Is occasionally caused 
when the little steamer Until stnrls for 
Take Arm to connect with tlie John Irving 
steamer Cleaner. This smnll craft has not 
a very large carrying capacity. However, 
people are so anxious to get away before 
winter sets in that she is generally crowded 
10 hor full extent. One gentleman to-day 
had thrown his luggage on board, and was 
determined to get on himself. In spite of 
tlie protests from the captain and mate.

Atlin, Ii. ('.. Oit. 2.— This creek Is situ- 
ated about six miles from Discovery City, 
n lid empties Into Pine from tlie northeast. 
About three miles up we reaidi the forks, 
where It brunches out in two directions, 
each about four miles In length. It Is a 
small creek, carrying about 75 miner's Inch- 
es ot water. The banks slope down to the 
creek on each side very gradually. It has 
a lull of about lo per cent. Boulder takes 
its inline froiu the great quantity of large 
stones, which are plied one on top of tlie 
other In nil directions. These boulders 
make the working of this creek a difficult 
proposition, almost doubling the cost of 
extracting the gold by baud labor. Two 

hydruiiii iinpnnies have been working, one 

with great success, an ordinary hose with 
pipe ditch being employed. The ground be- 
ing worked Is about 25 ab.ve Discovery, 
bidow th.- forks, being composed of u small 
group of creek and bench claims. The 
oilier company was worked by several claim 
owners Joining together. On account of 
lack of capital the plant was never properly 
in operation. Discovery claim Is about two 
n, lies up stream, and bus paid well, yield- 
ing about 1 on to the man per day. 

Aboul fifteen claims below have been work- 
ed, but a small amount of prosj ting has 

been done, with rather unsatisfactory re- 
sults. Bed rock Is mostly granite, and 
where work has been done shows un aver- 
age depth ..r about 5 feet. The gold of 
lids creek is all coarse. The largest nug- 
get taken out was from 8 below, valued at 
.VI 40. Mr. Crostleld, who owns Mo. above, 
took out a $7(1 nugget and another $10, be- 
sides many smaller ones of about one-hnlf 
ounce. Very little quartz shows In the 
m.lii. 

Mr, c. Jones, who Is Interested In n 
group of live claims on McKee creek, took 
c ut $1.0011 last week, the result of live men's 
wi rk for ,m.v days.

Peterson lake, that mysterious sheet ot 
cry si a 1 clear water in the heart of Skirt 
tuouiuuiu of which the world heard for 
the tirst time three or four days ago, will 
never rival Niagara nor yet the Vose- 
niite or the Mammoth Cave as a tourist 
attraction. 

In the first place il isn't as accessible 
as it might be. Ami in the second, 
when out docs get there he is apt to be 
disappointed, 

Its limitless extent upon investigation 
proves to be about seventy by fifteen 
feet; nnd its unfathomable depths can 
lie reached at tiny point with a good 
lifteen-foot pule. 

So fades another bright-hued illusion 
of a world's wonder at our very doors. 

According to the local correspondent of 
the Associated Press, who first told the 
public of tins wonderful subterranean 
lake last Friday, it was discovered on the 
20th of September last by .Mr. Peterson, 
a local prospector, who witli several part- 
ners had since been employed in staking 
mineral claims in the vicinity— but whose 
parly in their several visits had been un- 
able to ascertain either the extent or 
depth of the strangely placed body of 
water. 

With the object of fixing these details 
a member of the Colonist staff, with live 
companions on Sunday last climbed tlie 
mountain, found the lakelet, and saw all 
there is to be icon of il— which is nol 
after all very much. 

The "mysterious subterranean sheet of 
icy water" is about one mile from Lang- 
ford lake, or a mile ami a half from 
(loldstream House. Perhaps one-third 
of the distance from the road there is an 
excellent mountain trail, which passes 
the Phair and the West mines, both 
promising properties showing a consid- 
erable amount of costly development 
work. 

After Mr. West's mine has been lost to 
sight there comes the reul work — u plunge 
through dense underbrush nnd wild 
vines, a scramble down and up deep 
ravines, a tnstej»f_cedur swamp, a series 
Of almost precipitous cliiTs to scale. 

And then ino climber finds himself 
amply rewarded if tlie day be clear, for 
he is on the crown of Mount Skirt and 
has the whole panorama of the southern 
end of Vancouver Isle spread out before 
him, with city and shipping, farm and 
forest, I.iko nnd valley and stream. 

That is, however, for sunshine days 
exclusively. On rainy days it is differ- 
ent — very. 

By exploring a little it is not n really 
difficult matter to hit upon tlie location 
line of some one or other of the claims 
that Mr. Peterson and his associates have 
staked for record. Or the claim "posts" 
may give an equally advantageous start- 
ing base from which to work to the No. 1 
post of the Chris. Peterson. Beyond this 
a few score yards, on the top of the 
mountain and perhaps ten yards from a 
precipitous declivity is the entrance te 
tile wonderful cavern. 

This is a natural shaft eight or ten 
feet in din met l r at its widest point, find 
which one might pass a dozen times with- 
out noticing, so hidden is it in the wild- 
wood undergrowth. 

The descent is not difficult and al the 
bottom of the well or shaft an opening 
possibly six feet square lends farther 
down and into the heart of the hill. 

Pussing through this entrance a cave 
id' very respectable dimensions is reach- 
ed, its width at the mouth perhaps 
twelve feet, and the vaulted roof sulllei- 
eptjy lofty for a tall man to stand up- 
right. The muddy floor slopes gr"_du- 
ally inward for a distance of ten feet or 
more to the waterside, which deepens 
rapidly- live or six feet depth being 
found less than three feet from the edge. 

Il ( lias provided himself witli a 

strong light am! powerful reflector, he 
can ascertain from the miniature beach 
that the left side wall of the cave, 
descending perpendicularly into- the 
water, lakes a diarp right-angle turn at 
a distill nee of about eight feet, and then 
proceeds straight into obscurity. 

'I'lu right sidewnll ends— to the view 
from the cave mouth— three or four feet 
from the water's edge.
